The 29th January Wwe failed from Yarmouth with a 
fair wind in the Proferpine frigate, Capt. Wallis, No-

-a pilot. The fame. pight we lay at anchor atthe mouth 
of the Elbe. ‘The following morning we. weighed and 
’ proceeded a little way up/jthe river, when we touched 
ground, but after a fhort time had'the pood fortune to 
get off, and proceeded a little farther, when it fell a 
dead .cala, and .we came to anchor abrealt of this 
ifand. ay 

At this period fo’ much ive ~was: coming down the 
river, that it was judged prudent to put cut to fea ; but 
‘we bad not proceeded far, before we again {truck on 
the fand abreaft the Scarhorn beacon, two miles from 
land, where the remains of the thip ftill lie, without 
any profpeé& of being pot off.

It Was half palt one 
when we quitted her, and we all fer off on our march 
together, but the-weather was forcold, that about 12 
men and beys, and a woman and her child, died on the 
way.

went back for the purpofe of plunde. 

We reached this ifland in about twa hours and a 
half, after a very fatiguing march over the ice. As to 
mylelf I bore it femarkably well, and was one of the 
frit who reached the fhore.. Mr Grenville bore it with 
undaunted courage, and never once feemed cat dowa 
with the-dangers that furrounded him ; and indeed all 
belonging to. bis fuite behaved very well, and as for the 
Captain, officers and men, nothing could furpafs their 
great exertions and good conduct, from the commence- 
ment_of our misfortunes to their reaching the fhore. 

We have loit every thing; Mr Grenville has net 
even a change of linen; but he faved his difpatches, 
The lofles of the officers are equal to ours, as they have 
not a change of cloaths, 

We muttered on landing ¥73 perfons, including offi; 
cers, paflengets, aod men. The people of Newark were 
forexceeding kind to us that we wanted for nothing, 
Mr-Grenville aod the gentlemen of his fuite, with the 
officers of the thip, are all quartered in the beit houles, 
atid mefs together. 

Private: accounts from Brabant, fay, the infurgents 
not only. fupport themfelves,. but their forces are con- 
fiderably'increafed.
